Next  year,  women  will 
hopefully  be  able  to  live  in 
Halas  once  again.  According 
to  Skip  Shannon,  current 
plans  are  being  processed 
through  the  insurance  com¬ 
pany.  If  the  insurance  com¬ 
pany  approves,  reconstruc¬ 
tion  will  begin  in  early  April. 
Smoke  damaged  areas  will 
be  scraped,  painted,  primed 
and  cleaned.  All  damaged 
furniture  will  be  cleaned  or 
replaced,  and  damaged 
rooms  will  be  rebuilt,  replac¬ 
ing  floors,  walls  and  ceilings 
as  necessary. 

Construction  is  expected 
to  take  approximately  eight 
weeks.  Approximate  cost  will 
be  over  $250,000  by  the  time 
everything  is  done.  "Insur¬ 
ance  coverage  allows  us  to 
restore  Halas  to  it's  original 
condition  before  the  fire."  said 
President  Shannon. 

Students  are  happy  to 
know  that  next  year  they  will 
be  able  to  live  in  Halas  once 
again.  Junior  Raquel  Lopez 
who  lived  in  Justin  for  the 
first  semester  then  moved  to 
Halas  second  semester  com¬ 
mented.  "I  prefer  Halas.  You 
would  have  to  live  there  to 
understand.  There  is  more 
spirit  there.  We  are  a  big 
family.  However.  I  don't  mind 
being  back  in  Justin.  I  used 
to  live  here  earlier  in  the  year 
so  it  hasn't  been  too  hard  for 
me  to  adjust,  because  I  knew 
the  people  here." 

Freshman  Jenny  Emer- 
itz$aid,  "Next  year  I  will  de- 
finitly  live  in  Halas  Hall  again. 

It  is  home.  Here  in  Justin  we 
feel  like  we  are  intruding. 
Everything  ours  was  in  Ha¬ 
las.  This  room  does  not  feel 
like  my  room.  On  Halas 
second  floor  we  were  like  a 
big  family. 


Berger  receives  fellowship  from  ACE 

Dean  of  Freshman  to  leave  Saint  Joseph’s  College  next  year

A  familiar  face  will  be  miss¬ 
ing  at  Saint  Joseph's  College 
next  year.  Dr.  Allen  Berger. 
Dean  of  Freshman  and  Assis¬ 
tant  Vice  President  of  Academic 
Affairs,  will  be  spending  next 
year  at  another  college  through 
the  American  Council  on  Edu¬ 
cation  (ACE).  Berger  has  been 
at  Saint  Joseph's  College  since 
1979. 

Berger  was  recently  awarded 
a  fellowship  by  the  Council  which 
will  enable  him  to  sharpen  his 
leadership  skill  through  various 
workshops  and  seminars.  In 
addition,  he  will  be  mentored  by 
a  college  president  or  dean.  In 
conjunction  with  the  Center  for 
Leadership  Development.  Berger 
will  be  "spending  a  year  at  an¬ 
other  college  working  closely 
with  the  President  and  learning 
about  higher  education." 

Candidates  for  the  fellow¬ 
ship.  awarded  annually,  are 
nominated  by  their  college  presi¬ 
dents  or  deans.  The  Council  is 
"looking  for  people  who  have 
demonstrated  a  capacity  for 
leadership,  who  are  interested 
in  careers  in  academic  admini¬ 


stration,  and  who  might  become 
academic  deans  or  presidents 
with  additional  training,"  Berger 
said. 

Dr.  Shannon  and  Dr.  Parker, 
president  and  dean  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College  respectively,  both 
were  American  Council  on  Higher 
Education  Fellows  before  taking 
their  positions  at  the  College. 
Berger  mentioned  that  in  talk¬ 
ing  with  former  fellows,  includ¬ 
ing  Mary  Margaret  Smith,  a  for¬ 
mer  professor  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College,  he  became  extremely 
interested  in  the  fellowship. 
These  individuals  "described  it 
as  a  life  changing  experience.  It 
was  their  enthusiasm  and  Skip's 
willingness  to  nominate  me  that 
led  me  to  apply."  said  Berger. 

Although  Berger  is  not  yet 
sure  where  he  will  be  going  next 
year,  he  is  actively  shopping 
around  and  looking  at  a  range  of 
liberal  arts  colleges.  He  will  be 
visiting  several  institutions  be¬ 
fore  making  a  final  decision. 
Also,  his  decision  must  match 
up  with  the  decision  of  the  insti¬ 
tution's  president  or  dean. 

Berger  seemed  enthusiastic 
about  next  year  commenting. 


This  is  my  chance  to  de¬ 
cide  if  I  really  want  to  be  a 
dean  or  college  president. 
This  is  my  opportunity  to 
decide  what  I  want  to  be 
when  I  grow  up." 

One  requirement  of  all 
fellows  is  that  they  return 
to  their  home  institutions 
for  at  least  one  year,  so 
Berger  will  return  to  Saint 
Joseph's  College.  "I  look 
forward  to  coming  back  to 
Saint  Joe's  in  1995.  I  don't 
know  what  my  responsibili¬ 
ties  will  be,  but  I  look  for¬ 
ward  to  discussing  all  of  the 
possibilities  with  Dr.  Parker 
and  Dr.  Shannon."  com¬ 
mented  Berger. 

Berger's  family,  wife 
Becky  and  two  children,  will 
be  going  with  him  next  year. 
Berger  mentioned  that  they 
have  decided  to  "turn  the 
fellowship  into  an  adven¬ 
ture  for  the  whole  family." 
Becky.  who  has  taught 
kindergarten  for  twelve  years 
will  be  taking  a  leave  of  absence. 

The  kids  are  also  very  ex¬ 
cited  becasue  "they  think  it's 
been  terribly  abusive  to  raise

Several  professors  to  climb  the  ladder 

Faculty  reviewed  for  tenure  positions  and  promotions

Six  members  of  the  faculty  at 
Saint  Joseph's  College  are  being 
reviewed  for  tenure  and/or  pro¬ 
motions.  "Many  people  associ¬ 
ate  tenure  withjob  security  which 
is  not  the  case.  Tenure  can  be 
seen  as  an  academic  freedom  or 
the  ability  to  freely  pursue  their 
discipline  without  external  pres¬ 
sure."  states  Dr.  Bernard  Parker. 
Vice  President  for  Academic  Af¬ 


fairs.  Tenure  is  officially  defined 
in  the  Saint  Joseph's  College 
Faculty  Handbook  as  “continu¬ 
ous  appointment  and  therefore 
employment  which  may  be  ter¬ 
minated  only  under  the  condi¬ 
tions  covered." 

Those  being  reviewed  for 
tenure  are  Peter  Watkins  (Politi¬ 
cal  Science) ,  Anton  Salinski  (Psy¬ 
chology),  Alexandra  Hall  (Psy¬ 


chology),  Gary  Potts  (Computer 
Science).  Brian  Simmons  (Com¬ 
munication),  and  Jerry  Garrett 
(Education).  Hall  may  also  be 
promoted  to  associate  professor 
along  with  Susan  Chattin 
(Humanities)  who  may  be  pro¬ 
moted  to  assistant  professor. 

The  decision  making  proc¬ 
ess  on  which  faculty  members 
receive  tenure  and  promotions 


is  initiated  within  the  Academic 
Cabinet.  The  Academic  Cabinet 
reviews  all  of  the  faculty  who  are 
eligible  or  apply  for  tenure  and/ 
or  promotions  and  make  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  for  Academic  Affairs,  Dr. 
Parker.  Dr.  Parker  then  sub¬ 
mits  his  selections  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  Dr.  Albert  J.  Shannon  who

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Drinking:  the  good,  the  Off-campus  fund  raisers 
bad,  the  responsibility  to  benefit  Halas  Hall 


The  following  information  and  statis¬ 
tics  were  compiled  and  shared  at  a  confer¬ 
ence  on  Nov.  11.1 993  at  Southern  Illinois 
University  in  Carbondale.  The  report  is 
titled,  "Alcohol  and  Drugs  on  American 
College  Campuses"  and  is  dated  1991. 

As  the  Little  500  quickly  approaches, 

1  am  reminded  of  an  anniversary  of  sorts. 
It’s  not  necessarily  an  anniversary  that  I 
am  proud  of.  It  was  Little  5  weekend  of 
my  freshman  year  that  I  drank  my  first  al¬ 
coholic  beverage. 

I  didn't  drink  in  high  school  and  1 
almost  made  it  through  my  entire  first 
year  of  college  without  a  drink. 

I  did  it  out  of  revenge,  actually.  I  was 
given  an  ultimatum  of  sorts  ("It's  OK  for 
me. ..but  if  you  drink,  the  relationship  is 
over!")  It  may  as  well  have  been  a  Triple 
Dog  Dare— I  almost  HAD  to  drink. 

The  irony  is  that  drinking  had  always 
been  so  forbidden  and  yet.  it  was  such  a 
nice,  light-headed,  spinning,  pleasant  feel¬ 
ing.  I  decided  that  there  wasn't  anything 
wrong  with  drinking  a  little  now  or  then. 

I  have  always  kept  my  partying  limited 
and  my  consumption  of  alcohol  even 
more  limited.  Drinking  to  me  is  a  novelty 
of  sorts—fun  to  do  now  and  then  but 
there  are  limits  and  things  that  take 
priority  over  getting  a  buzz. 

True,  Saint  Joseph's  College  is  a  "diy" 
campus  and  I  am  underage,  but  why  let 
a  few  little  rules  or  laws  get  in  the  way? 

The  truth  is  that  alcohol  is  becoming 
a  problem  at  Saint  Joseph  s  College,  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  across  the  country 
and  in  society. 

There  are  people  who  just  don't  know 
when  to  stop.  There  are  people  who  take 
drinking  seriously  and  replace  studying 
with  drinking  from  a  silver  barrel  in  an 
ice-filled  garbage  can  hidden  in  the  closet. 

The  question  is:  What  are  we  here  for- 
--an  education  or  dorm  party  with  a 
$15,000  price  tag? 

Students  across  the  country  are  bat¬ 
tling  with  the  same  question:  although 
many  of  the  students  continue  heavy 
drinking  while  they  search  for  the  an¬ 
swer. 

Yearly,  430  million  gallons  of  alcohol 
are  consumed  in  the  U.S.  That  is  enough 
liquid  to  fill  an  Olympic-sized  swimming 
pool  on  every  college  campus.  (Campus 
Development  Note:  Imagine  having  a 
pool!?!?) 

Over  four  billion  cans  of  beer  are  con¬ 
sumed  yearly.  If  stacked  end  to  end,  the 
cans  would  reach  over  70,000  miles  past 
the  moon.  (Environmental  Note:  Imagine 
if  all  these  cans  were  recycled!) 

Schools  the  size  of  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege  have  the  worst  drinking  record.  In¬ 


stitutions  with  under  2500  students  aver¬ 
aged  7.5  drinks  per  student  per  week. 
Compare  that  figure  to  schools  with  20.000 
or  more  students  and  their  consumption  of 
"only"  4.3  drinks  per  student  per  week. 

Averaging  almost  10  drinks  weekly  can 
be  expensive.  Students  spend  approxi¬ 
mately  $5.5  billion  on  alcohol  yearly  which 
is  moderate  considering  society  spends 
$86  billion  for  all  drug  and  alcohol  related 
offenses,  incidents  and  problems. 

That  $86  billion  goes  to  rehab  centers, 
fixing  the  things  that  a  drunk  broke  or  de¬ 
stroyed  and  prosecuting  people  for  their 
drug  and  alcohol  offenses.  That  is  quite  a 
hefty  price  tag  for  a  feeling  of  light-headed¬ 
ness  and  the  possibility  of  not  remember¬ 
ing  anything  the  next  morning. 

Speaking  of  not  remembering,  28  per¬ 
cent  of  the  58 ,000  students  surveyed  noted 
an  experience  of  memory  loss.  One-third 
of  the  students  missed  class  because  of 
drinking  the  night  before.  Sixty  three 
percent  reported  hangovers  and  39.3  per¬ 
cent  later  regretted  their  actions  while 
intoxicated. 

It  is  amazing  that  almost  40  percent  of 
the  students  regretted  their  actions  later. 
Alcohol  has  a  way  of  forcing  people  to  do 
things  they  normally  would  not  do.  For 
example,  80  percent  of  all  campus  vandal¬ 
ism  is  alcohol-related.  Thirty  five  percent 
of  suicides  occur  after  drinking. 

Alcohol  also  affects  academic  perform¬ 
ance.  It  makes  since  that  the  heaviest 
drinkers  obtain  the  lowest  grades.  A  stu¬ 
dent  in  the  survey  who  reported  a  D  or  F 
grade  point  average  drank  10.87  drinks  or 
more  weekly.  A  student  with  a  C  average 
consumed  6.77  drinks.  A  student  with  a  B 
averaged  4.95  drinks  and  a  student  with 
an  A  average  consumed  3.45  drinks  or  less 
weekly. 

Of  the  students  surveyed,  only  15  per¬ 
cent  were  non-drinkers. 

There  isn't  anything  wrong  with  drink¬ 
ing  on  a  social  level  as  long  as  drinking  is 
kept  in  moderation.  A  wise  friend  once 
told  me,  "If  you  can  keep  the  GPA  and  still 
drink  and  party,  there  is  no  reason  to  stop 
drinking  and  partying."  However,  when 
drinking  interferes  with  daily  activities  or 
when  it  clouds  the  true  purpose  of  being  a 
college  student  (read:  academics,  career, 
future),  then  it  is  time  to  re-evaluate. 

Drinking  with  friends  can  be  fun-— as 
long  as  the  rules  are  followed  and  no  one 
gets  hurt.  We  need  to  look  out  for  one 
another. 

It  all  goes  back  to  that  responsibility- 
thing.  You  know  the  song  and  dance— 
'Know  when  to  say  when"  and  have  one  for 
me.

Notre  Dame  alumni  in  the 
Chicago  and  Washington, 
D.C.  areas  are  also  being 
contacted  by  Cheryl  about 
fund  raising  activities  con¬ 
cerning  the  fire  in  Halas 
Hall. 

Students  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Iowa  in  Ames,  1A  are 
also  organizing  fund  raising 
events  among  the  female  resi¬ 
dents  of  its  campus  to  donate 
to  the  Halas  Relief  Fund. 

In  another  off-campus 
fund  raising  effort,  the  New¬ 
man  Club,  a  Catholic  organi¬ 
zation,  donated  its  profits 
from  a  recent  retreat  to  the 
Halas  Relief  Fund. 

At  the  Newman  event,  stu¬ 
dents  from  around  the  state 
gathered  for  a  weekend  of  so¬ 


cializing.  Upon  hearing  about 
Saint  Joseph's  College's  loss, 
the  organization  decided  to 
donate  its  proceeds  to  the 
Fund. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see 
students  from  across  the 
midwest  working  together  to 
help  others  they  do  not  even 
know. 

While  the  fire  damage  in 
Halas  Hall  was  much  less 
than  it  could  have  been,  there 
is  still  a  sense  of  the  willing¬ 
ness  to  give  and  to  help. 

As  a  Saint  Joseph  s  Col¬ 
lege  student,  it  makes  me 
feel  proud  to  know  that  there 
are  people  out  there  who  care 
and  are  willing  to  help  how¬ 
ever  they  can. 

The  students  of  Notre 
Dame  and  the  University  of 
Iowa,  as  well  as  the  Newman 
organization,  decided  on  their 
own  to  donate  and  help.  Brett 
Byers,  Student  Association 
president,  said,  "Cheryl  just 
called  me  out  of  the  blue  and 
asked  if  she  could  help."

will  advise  the  Board.  The  final  step  rests  with  the 
Board  who  will  make  the  official  decision.  As  of  yet, 
the  Board  has  not  officially  granted  tenure  to  the 
faculty  members,  but  are  anticipated  to  at  the  upcom¬ 
ing  meeting  to  be  held  on  April  15.  1994. 

Faculty  members  are  classified  as  an  instructor, 
assistant  professor,  associate  professor,  and  profes¬ 
sor  according  to  scholastic  attainment  and  years  of 
experience.  An  instructor  must  have  a  master’s 
degree  and  after  two  years  of  full-time  teaching  expe¬ 
rience  will  be  eligible  for  a  promotion  to  assistant 
professor.  After  an  additional  four  years  of  teaching 
and  course  work  for  a  doctorate  (in  certain  fields)  is 
initiated,  candidacy  for  assistant  professor  will  be 
considered.  In  order  to  attain  the  title  of  professor,  the 
faculty  member  must  have  an  earned  doctorate  and 
completed  six  years  as  an  associate  professor  among 
other  qualifications. 

Eligibility  requirements  vary'  according  to  the 
level  of  experience  and  education  upon  entiy  to  Saint 
Joseph's  College.  Faculty  who  are  to  receive  tenure 
must  submit  a  portfolio  of  their  qualifications  which 
will  be  analyzed .  The  portfolio  includes  information 
concerning  self-assessment,  teaching  abilities  and 
methods,  student  evaluations,  professional  develop¬ 
ment.  such  as  works  that  have  been  published,  and 
community  service.  According  to  Dr.  Parker,  teaching 
ability  is  the  most  important  aspect  to  take  into  con¬ 
sideration  during  the  decision  making  process.

"I  collect  old  vehicles.  In  fact,, 
l  collect  just  about  anything 
old,"  said  Brian  Capouch,  Saint 
Joseph's  College  Computer  Sci¬ 
ence  Professor.  Capouch's  lat¬ 
est  “old”  item  on  his  list  is  his 
1946  Firetruck  which  he  found 
last  summer  and  will  be  bring¬ 
ing  home  in  May.  Capouch  also 
has  a  1955  Studebaker  (which 
he  used  as  his  every  day  vehicle 
for  two  years),  a  1962  Oldsmobile 
and  a  1958  Chevy  dump  truck. 

Capouch  says  he  saw  an  ad 
for  the  firetruck  in  the  paper  last 
summer  and  he  went  to  see  it 
and  it  was  in  beautiful  condi¬ 
tion.  He  said  the  women  who 
owned  it  kinda  liked  him  so  they 
were  able  to  work  out  a  deal 
where  she  would  keep  it  in  her 
building  while  he  paid  it  off. 

Capouch  has  many  items  he 
collects.  He  says  he  goes  to  auc¬ 
tions  where  he  feels  that  dealers 
are  not  likely  to  attend  and 
sometimes  can  pick  up  great 
buys. 

Some  of  his  specialities  are 
old  books  and  old  kitchen  equip¬ 
ment  like  egg  beaters,  butter 
molds,  and  old  ice  cream  mak¬ 
ers  (  he  has  five  or  six  of  those). 

Capouch  said  that  he  was 
going  to  have  to  get  rid  of  some  of 
the  vehicles  because  his  yard  is 
starting  to  resemble  a  salvage 
yard  and  his  neighbors  aren't 
too  happy  so  he  might  have  to 
discontinue  this  hobby.  Ca¬ 
pouch  says  the  dump  truck 
works  perfectly  but  needs  a 
windshield  wiper  and  it  has  a 
flat  tire. 

Capouch's  book  collection 
has  came  in  quite  handy  at  Saint 
Joseph's  College.  Last  winter  he 
bought  about  50  copies  of  Harper 
magazines  from  the  1 850's  and 
is  now  using  these  books  in  his 
Core  2  class  because  they  are 
studying  that  era.

He  says  he  has  become 
more  realistic  about  this  dream 
but  he  used  to  want  nothing  but 
old  things  in  his  house. 

Capouch  wanted  to  do  eve¬ 


rything  just  like  it  was  done  in 
the  40’s  and  50's.  Everything 
from  having  old  furniture  in  his 
house  to  farming  his  five  acres 
using  his  old  farm  equipment 
and  even  hauling  things  to  town 
in  his  old  truck.  He  says  that 
takes  an  incredible  amount  of 
tinkering  and  as  things  get  old, 
they  wear  out  even  if  they  are  not 
used.

(he  says  he  doesn't  make  much 
money  from  any  of  his  ventures) . 
he  is  also  a  "brewer  ".  Capouch 
can  brew  50  gallons  of  beer  at  a 
time.  He  knows  a  woman  who 
owns  a  hobs  farm  and  she  sends 
him  the  starts.  He  also  has  a 
malting  place  in  his  brewery. 

This  is  Capouch’s  fifth  anni¬ 
versary  in  his  brewery  hobby. 
He  also  has  a  yeast  bank  where 
he  has  25  different  kinds  ofyeast. 
He  purchased  this  equipment  at 
an  auction  so  that  someday  he 
can  make  yeast  for  small  brew¬ 
ing  companies. 

Capouch  also  has  another 
secret  love....  cooking.  Capouch 
says  he  has  a  whole  array  of 
kitchen  equipment  that  has 
come  out  of  restaurants  and 
someday  he  would  like  to  own 
his  own  restaurant. 

“Actually,  I  am  thinking  of 
opening  a  restaurant  for  a  while 
this  summer,"  said  Capouch.  He 
has  a  partner  in  Francesville 
who  is  working  on  this  project 
with  him.  They  are  thinking  of 
doing  a  guest  stint  maybe  on 
Saturday  nights  where  they 
would  cook  a  Saturday  night 


meal.  Everything  would  be  from 
scratch.  He  would  combine 
having  breakfast  based  on  tra¬ 
ditional  things  like  coffee,  cakes 
and  rolls.  He  would  also  like  to 
try  a  daily  ethnic  special  that 
would  focus  on  that  sort  of  spe¬ 
cial.  He  says  he  has  done  this  for 
many  of  his  friends  and  he  really 
enjoys  it.  He  loves  cooking  for 
friends  then  just  sitting  around 
and  enjoying  each  other's  fel¬ 
lowship. 

Capouch  says  he  started 
most  all  of  his  hobbies  for  the 
learning  experience .  He  says  he 
spends  enough  money  on  his 
hobbies  that  he  has  a  lot  in¬ 
vested  in  them  but  he  does  not 
get  anything  back  from  it  except 
the  education  and  satisfaction. 

Capouch  says,  “I  look  at 
myself  as  pretty  much  a  life  time 
student  anyway." 

Capouch  is  a  local  boy"  and 
came  to  Saint  Joseph's  in  1982.

'We're  finally  realizing  that 
we  have  a  great  shot  at  winning 
the  conference,"  said  London. 
'We're  not  quite  playing  at  our 
full  potential,  but  we're  making 
great  strides  towards  achieving 
our  team  goals." 

In  the  first  games  of  the 
weekend,  the  Pumas  split  with 
Bellarmlne  College,  12-2  and  9- 
5.  On  Saturday,  the  Pumas  got
